Missourian Elected to Presiding Bishop's Post; 


The Rt. Rev. Arthur Carl Lichtenberger, 
Bishop of Missouri, was elected presiding 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church at the 
General Convention of the Church, meet- 
ing in Miami Beach, Florida, on October 
11. Bishop Lichtenberger succeeds the Rt. 
Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, who is retiring 
after holding the office for the past 11 
years. 


Commenting upon the choice of the 
58-year-old cleric, Bishop Sherrill is re- 
ported to have said “I am very happy 
about it. In fact I am devoted to most 
of the House of Bishops, but I am very 
devoted to this friend of mine of long 
standing.” 


Choice of the new Presiding Bishop 
was made by the traditional secret ballot 
of his 146 fellow bishops. The post be- 
comes open due to the compulsory re- 
tirement of Bishop Sherrill. The Presid- 
ing Bishop is obliged to retire upon reach- 
ing the age of 68. 


As Presiding Bishop, the 21st in the 
history of the American Church, Bishop 
Lichtenberger will resign his jurisdiction 
in Missouri, and will make his head- 
quarters in Greenwich, Conn. 


The new Presiding Bishop is a native 
of Oshkosh, Wisconsin. He attended 
high school in Oshkosh, and received the 
Ph.B. degree from Kenyon College, which 
later awarded him the honorary Doctorate 
of Divinity. His Bachelor of Divinity 
degree was granted by Episcopal Theo- 
logical School in Cambridge, Mass., in 
1925, and he was ordained deacon in 
that year, and priest the year following. 
He later did graduate study at his sem- 
inary in 1927 and 1928. Among other 
academic honors he holds the degree of 
Doctor of Sacred Theology from General 
Seminary and Doctor of Divinity from 
the University of the South. The Lichten- 
bergers have one child. 


Bishop Lichtenberger served as Pro- 
fessor of New Testament in St. Paul’s 
Divinity School, Wuchang, China in 1925 
-27; as Rector of Grace Church, College 
Hill, Cincinnati, Ohio, 1928-33; Rector 
of St. Paul’s Church, Brookline, Mass., 
1933-41; lecturer in Pastoral Care, Episco- 
pal Theological School, 1938-41; Dean of 
Trinity Cathedral, Newark, N.J., 1941- 
48; Professor of Pastoral Theology, Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, 1948-51. He 
was consecrated Coadjutor Bishop of Mis- 
souri on April 5, 1951, and became Dio- 
cesan in 1952.

California to Elect Suffragan Bishop 


The Diocese of California will elect a 
Suffragan Bishop at its regular Diocesan 
Convention beginning February 3, 1959. 

The announcement was made by Bishop 
James A. Pike, following acceptance by 
the General Convention of the Church 
in Miami Beach of his request for per- 
mission to elect a Suffragan. 

The need for immediate election of a 
Suffragan Bishop has been apparent to 
many in the Diocese, particularly in view 
of the sudden death of Bishop Block. 
Ordinarily, Bishop Pike's request would 
have been made to Diocesan Convention 
which would have in turn requested per- 
mission of the other Dioceses. This is 
not absolutely necessary, under the canons 
of the Church, and the fact that General 


Convention which can also grant such a 
request, was actually in session, moved 
Bishop Pike to make his request directly 
to that body. 

In deciding to make such a request, 
Bishop Pike sought the advice and coun- 
sel of the Standing Committee and the 
Diocesan Council. While neither of these 
bodies has any official responsibility in 
such a matter, both groups unanimously 
encouraged Bishop Pike to take the action. 
Taking it at this time will make as much 
as a year's difference in the time when 
the actual consecration of the new Bishop 
will take place. 

The Rev. Francis P. Foote has been 
appointed by Bishop Pike to serve as

Henry Ohlhoff House Is Dedicated 
As Dignitaries Attend Afternoon Ceremonies 


"Peace be to this house, and to all who 
enter here.” 


“Anthem. Through wisdom is a house 
builded, and by understanding is it 
established; the house of the righteous 
shall stand, and by knowledge shall 
the rooms be filled with riches.” 


With these words the Rt. Rev. James 
Albert Pike, Bishop of California, dedi- 
cated the Henry Ohlhoff House and the 
Chapel of the Holy Spirit in San Fran- 
cisco, September 27. The house, legally 
known as the Episcopal Hostel of Calif- 
ornia, is an alcoholic rehabilation center 
located at 601 Steiner St. 


The dedication was the realization of 
a seven-year dream of the Rev. George 
Ridgeway, Rector of the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, Richmond, and Chairman 
of the Ohlhoff House Board of Governors, 
and the Rev. Al McVicker, Ohlhoff House 
Priest-director. 


Their dream approached its final reali- 
zation in March 1958, when a committee 
headed by the Rev. Alan Humrickhouse, 
Rector of Trinity Church, San Francisco, 
began a campaign to raise funds to pur- 
chase the Steiner St. location. The House 


accepted its first guest July 9, 1958. 

“The Church is most the Church and 
the Christian is most the Christian when 
engaged in the work of redemption, an 
old-fashioned word for rehabilitation,’ 
Bishop Pike said in his dedicatory re- 
marks, 

“This house is not being established 
just as another place to dry the alcohol 
out of a man, but rather to help him face 
the other problems that led to his al- 
coholism,” he added. 


The late Rev. J. Henry Ohlhoff, for 
whom the house is named was recognized 
for his community contribution while 
the director of the Canon Kip Community 
House, by the Hon. George Christopher, 
Mayor of San Francisco. 


“The establishment of this house is an 
important step in the program of con- 
verting human community liabilities to 
valuable human community assets. In 
offering a man an opportunity to help 
himself this house is giving him the added 
therapeutic aid of spiritual guidance and 
counsel,” the Mayor said. 

Sheriff Matthew Carberry and Police 
Chief Thomas Cahill, both of San Fran- 
cisco, recognized the necessity of an at- 
mosphere of love and understanding and

Bishop Parsons’ Work Is Now Available

All who love and admire Bishop Par- 
sons—and that is, quite literally, all of 
us—are once more reminded of how 
much we owe to him by the publication 
this month of his The Diocese of Calif- 
ornia, A Quarter Century, 1915—1940. 
Initial sales of this book took place at 
General Convention, under the sponsor- 
ship of our national Church’s Historical 
Society, which has issued it as Publication 
No. 46 in its distinguished series of 
volumes designed to preserve and enhance 
the record of our Church’s life, work, and 
notable personalities. A special price of 
$2.50 (as against the regular list price 
of $3.00) is being offered to clergy and 
laity of our diocese. Orders should be 
sent in to the Diocesan office, if the 
supply furnished to parishes and missions 
has become, as it doubtless will, quickly 
exhausted. Checks or money orders should 
be made out to “The Diocese of Calif- 
ornia.” 

Our diocese was especially fortunate 
in having a record of its early history 
definitely recorded by one of its pioneer 
missionaries and leaders, the Rev. D. O. 
Kelley (father of our much beloved Rev. 
Dr. Harold H. Kelley), whose history 
carried the story down to 1915. Bishop 
Parsons has taken up where Dr. Kelley 
left off, and carried on the narrative to the 
close of his leadership as active diocesan. 
It is particularly appropriate that this vol- 
ume should appear just now, in a year that 
marks a decisive date in the development 
of the Diocese—the election of a new 
bishop, the lamented death of Bishop 
Block, and the retirement of our be- 
loved Suffragan. 

Only Bishop Parsons, of course, could 
have written the lively and informative 
story of the diocese during the post- 
World War I years of boom, depression 
and recovery. It is not only because he 
was the key figure of our diocesan life 
during those crucial years. It is chiefly 
because he has the scholar’s gift to assess 
what is significant in the sources and the 
rare capacity to communicate in lucid 
and interesting fashion what we would 
like and what we need to know. One will 
find here not merely the entertaining 
anecdote, the origin or decline of this or 
that mission or institution, and the bare 
but no less revealing statistics; one will 
be absorbed in the story of cathedral 
building, of the way the diocese respond- 
ed to the larger issues of the Church's 
national and worldwide mission, and of 
its hard-fought well-won struggle to hold 
the line during the deep depression years, 


making it ready for the sudden expansion 
needed during and after the World War 
II years. 


Because Bishop Parsons is always so 
modest about himself, his history has 
been supplemented by a gracious intro- 
ductory chapter by Bishop Shires, which 
notes his great leadership not only as 
a diocesan but as an ecumenical Christian 
figure. Bishop Shires has also selected 
some of the salient passages in several 
of Bishop Parsons’ annual diocesan Con- 
vention addresses. These have a fresh- 
ness and pertinence that the passing of 
years will not dim. The book is also 
enriched by seven photographs—four of 
the bishops (Nichols, Parsons, Block, and 
Shires), two of the cathedral, and one 
of the Church Divinity School. 

It is only proper to record here that 
this publication of such great importance 
for the Diocese and for the whole Church 
was made possible by a subsidy generous- 
ly offered by several of Bishop Parsons’ 
friends and admirers. The Church His- 
torical Society is not a commercial profit- 
making publisher. It has to receive finan- 
cial guarantees before such undertakings 
can be launched. We are profoundly 
grateful to those who made it possible, 
with the added generosity of remaining 
anonymous, for this book to be ours. 
And above all, we are grateful to the 
Bishop, who in his 89th year, found the 
energy, as he always has the love, to make 
this contribution to his people, for whom 
his dedicated and selfless life is occasion 
of unbounded thanksgiving to our heav- 
enly Father.

Church of the Advent Celebrates 


The Church of the Advent of Christ 
the King celebrated its 100th anniversary 
on All Saints Day. The Advent was the 
third parish to be organized in the dio- 
cese and loyal “saints” of the Church Ex- 
pectant and the Church Militant have 
testified that during this first century their 
parish has never known a static moment. 


David Shanks, oldest regular commun- 
icant, remembers the half way mark when, 
with the church building literally at his 
feet after the earthquake and fire of 1906, 
he walked sadly down Market Street. As 
senior warden, he was responsible for 
the property of a church which was at that 
moment only rubble. The rector had 
gone East to solicit funds for reconstruc- 
tion but by canon law no money could 
be accepted until the congregation had 
a building in which to worship. In this 
dilemma Mr. Shanks’ eye fell on a street 
advertisement of a Seattle company which 
offered portable houses. Yes, they could 
furnish a ready cut building large enough 
for a church but the only one ready was 
then en route from Seattle to South 
America. Legally impounded, the build- 
ing was unloaded at San Francisco and in 
less than two weeks with casual and vol- 
untary labor the small structure was up

and in use. 

The Church of the Advent was the 
first church destroyed in the earthquake 
and fire to be reconstructed for worship. 
Accommodating a hundred people this 
building served four years as a church 
and thereafter for more than thirty as 
a parish house; it was located first on 
llth street south of Market and later on 
Fell Street to the north. Old timers 
remember that its $1,500 worth of stark 
simplicity sparked an upward trend, for 
in 1910 the congregation was able to 
complete the lovely Spanish type edifice 
which is the church’s home today. 


At founding the church had 30 com- 
municants, 50 Sunday School pupils and 
an income of $1,955 the first year. Dur- 
ing this year the number of communicants 
tripled although it took 20 years for the 
congregation again to increase three fold. 
Income during this period jumped ten 
fold, but not without its ups and downs, 
and skeptics prophesied the “end” in 
the 90s when the parish, like the rest of 
the country, went through a severe eco- 
nomic depression. 

During the 20s and 30s the Cowley 
Fathers served the parish and had much 
to do with building a reputation which 


Bishop Block once summarized by saying 
that the little church has been “the Cath- 
edral for the Catholic group within the 
Episcopal Church in the West”. Today 
the church is popular with tourists from 
all parts of the Anglican Communion. 
All told, 44 priests have served the parish. 


At the time of the 1906 disaster Fr. 
Lathrop was one of the first clergyman 
to reach the injured and dying. One of 
the present adult acolytes tells of his grief 
as a teen-ager when his hero, Fr. Burton, 
died in action from influenza caught while 
working day and night nursing the vic- 
tims of the disease. At this time the 
orphanage of the city also was under his 
direction and the dual problem of con- 
trolling the children and fighting the epi- 
demic was more than he could cope with. 


Some of the parishes troubles have been 
of a less serious nature as for example, 
Fr. Vial’s dog which never showed the 
proper amout of respect for the rose 
garden which was a part of the church 
property then as it is today. 

Also in 1912, when it was learned that 
the Hon. Theodore Roosevelt would at- 
tend services at the Advent, the par- 
ishoners and local politicians put on their 
high silk toppers and tail coats only to 
find to their embarrassment when they 
reached the church that “Teddy” was 
wearing ordinary street clothes and a 
ten gallon hat. 

In April of this year (1958) the Rev. 
Robert Leonard Miller, for 8 years rector 
of the Church of the Atonement, Chi- 
cago, accepted the call of the vestry. 
Celebration of the 100th anniversary be- 
gan with Fr. Miller's institution as rector 
by Bishop Pike on October 26 at 11. 
On that occasion Carrie Teel and choir 
were assisted by the Donald Aird Singers 
of Berkeley in the B Minor Mass of the 
late Vaughn Williams. The composition 
represents that aspect of Williams’ work 
which the critic of the “Chronicle” says 
is marked by “nobility and mysticism.” 

Bishop lan Shevill of North Queens- 
land, Australia preached at the 11 o'clock 
Eucharist on November 2. In the eve- 
ning of the same day at 8, the Advent 
Choir and the Aird singers performed 
for the first time in this country a new 
work, “The Church’s Year.” In this can- 
tata type work choral anthems are sung 
alternately with familiar congregational 
hymns and the mood of each section is 
set by a short poetic reading. 

On Sunday evening, November 16 at 
8 a chamber music recital in the church 
will feature Junior Warden John West 
who spent the past summer studying with 
Vider in Copenhagen. Alternating at 
harpsichord and organ with Carrie Teel 
they will be assisted by strings and flute 
in a program of 18th century music. 
The public is invited to all of these events.

The Rev. Henry Bonnell Thomas, who 
died in August, was a unique and much 
loved priest, whose friends were scattered 
everywhere in America and England. This 
is a slight tribute from one who loved 
him and was for a long time his pastor. 

He came of a Baptist ancestry, but as 
a small boy found his way into the boys’ 
choir of St. Mark’s Church in Berkeley 
when I was Rector, and all his life from 
that time on was within the fold of the 
Episcopal Church. 


A bout with tuberculosis made his 
college work irregular. But his extensive 
and intelligent reading compensated for 
any collegiate marks, and he entered 
and graduated from the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, then located in what 
is now the Cathedral House in San Fran- 
cisco. During his ministry he served, first 
as Rector of St. Mary’s, San Francisco; 
then as curate in Baltimore; chaplain for 
Episcopal students at Princeton; later at 
Reno; and, finally, back to his home 
diocese as Rector of the Church of the 
Advent in San Francisco. 


It was in Baltimore that he met and 
married his wife, Camilla Hall. She was 
not only a charming wife and mother, 
but a fine, clear-sighted, strong person- 
ality, deeply sympathetic with her hus- 
band’s ministry and leading a dedicated 
life, as did he. 

Henry was a buoyant and contagious 
spirit. He loved people; he loved life; 
and his deep devotion to the fundamental 
meaning of his ministry brought everyone 
who came in contact with him something 
of the spirit, which always characterized 
his life and his work. He loved all kinds 
of people; he shared Chesterton's dictum 
that it is in the really important things 
of life that we show the contrasts which 
make for humor. I recall one very typical 
case which, after all, is not very important 
except that it is related to the details 
of worship, and worship is essential to 
life. When Henry was Rector of the 
Advent he asked me to preach on some 
special occasion. As We stood in the 
sacristy waiting to go into the Church, 
the assistant who had charge of the in- 
cense was making some delayed changes, 
the Rector leaned over to him and in 
a whisper which from the gleam in his 
eyes was clear that he meant me to hear, 
said to him, “Don’t ‘cense the Bishop. 
He won't know what to do”. 

It is hard for anyone to picture the 
secret springs of another's life, but it has 
always seemed to me that with Henry

Thomas the clue to all his unique and 
loyable relationships lay in the fact that 
he loved beauty; that he loved beautiful 
things; that to him all people shared 
something of the beauty of God. He prob- 
ably would not have called himself a 
Platonist, but such he certainly was.

Church of the Advent Celebrates 


The Church of the Advent of Christ 
the King celebrated its 100th anniversary 
on All Saints Day. The Advent was the 
third parish to be organized in the dio- 
cese and loyal “saints” of the Church Ex- 
pectant and the Church Militant have 
testified that during this first century their 
parish has never known a static moment. 


David Shanks, oldest regular commun- 
icant, remembers the half way mark when, 
with the church building literally at his 
feet after the earthquake and fire of 1906, 
he walked sadly down Market Street. As 
senior warden, he was responsible for 
the property of a church which was at that 
moment only rubble. The rector had 
gone East to solicit funds for reconstruc- 
tion but by canon law no money could 
be accepted until the congregation had 
a building in which to worship. In this 
dilemma Mr. Shanks’ eye fell on a street 
advertisement of a Seattle company which 
offered portable houses. Yes, they could 
furnish a ready cut building large enough 
for a church but the only one ready was 
then en route from Seattle to South 
America. Legally impounded, the build- 
ing was unloaded at San Francisco and in 
less than two weeks with casual and vol- 
untary labor the small structure was up

and in use. 

The Church of the Advent was the 
first church destroyed in the earthquake 
and fire to be reconstructed for worship. 
Accommodating a hundred people this 
building served four years as a church 
and thereafter for more than thirty as 
a parish house; it was located first on 
llth street south of Market and later on 
Fell Street to the north. Old timers 
remember that its $1,500 worth of stark 
simplicity sparked an upward trend, for 
in 1910 the congregation was able to 
complete the lovely Spanish type edifice 
which is the church’s home today. 

At founding the church had 30 com- 
municants, 50 Sunday School pupils and 
an income of $1,955 the first year. Dur- 
ing this year the number of communicants 
tripled although it took 20 years for the 
congregation again to increase three fold. 
Income during this period jumped ten 
fold, but not without its ups and downs, 
and skeptics prophesied the “end” in 
the 90s when the parish, like the rest of 
the country, went through a severe eco- 
nomic depression. 

During the 20s and 30s the Cowley 
Fathers served the parish and had much 
to do with building a reputation which 


Bishop Block once summarized by saying 
that the little church has been “the Cath- 
edral for the Catholic group within the 
Episcopal Church in the West”. Today 
the church is popular with tourists from 
all parts of the Anglican Communion. 
All told, 44 priests have served the parish. 


At the time of the 1906 disaster Fr. 
Lathrop was one of the first clergyman 
to reach the injured and dying. One of 
the present adult acolytes tells of his grief 
as a teen-ager when his hero, Fr. Burton, 
died in action from influenza caught while 
working day and night nursing the vic- 
tims of the disease. At this time the 
orphanage of the city also was under his 
direction and the dual problem of con- 
trolling the children and fighting the epi- 
demic was more than he could cope with. 


Some of the parishes troubles have been 
of a less serious nature as for example, 
Fr. Vial’s dog which never showed the 
proper amout of respect for the rose 
garden which was a part of the church 
property then as it is today. 

Also in 1912, when it was learned that 
the Hon. Theodore Roosevelt wouid at- 
tend services at the Advent, the par- 
ishoners and local politicians put on their 
high silk toppers and tail coats only to 
find to their embarrassment when they 
reached the church that “Teddy” was 
wearing ordinary street clothes and a 
ten gallon hat. 

In April of this year (1958) the Rev. 
Robert Leonard Miller, for 8 years rector 
of the Church of the Atonement, Chi- 
cago, accepted the call of the vestry. 
Celebration of the 100th anniversary be- 
gan with Fr. Miller's institution as rector 
by Bishop Pike on October 26 at 11. 
On that occasion Carrie Teel and choir 
were assisted by the Donald Aird Singers 
of Berkeley in the B Minor Mass of the 
late Vaughn Williams. The composition 
represents that aspect of Williams’ work 
which the critic of the “Chronicle” says 
is marked by “nobility and mysticism.” 

Bishop lan Shevill of North Queens- 
land, Australia preached at the 11 o'clock 
Eucharist on November 2. In the eve- 
ning of the same day at 8, the Advent 
Choir and the Aird singers performed 
for the first time in this country a new 
work, “The Church’s Year.” In this can- 
tata type work choral anthems are sung 
alternately with familiar congregational 
hymns and the mood of each section is 
set by a short poetic reading. 

On Sunday evening, November 16 at 
8 a chamber music recital in the church 
will feature Junior Warden John West 
who spent the past summer studying with 
Vider in Copenhagen. Alternating at 
harpsichord and organ with Carrie Teel 
they will be assisted by strings and flute 
in a program of 18th century music.

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Bishop Parsons Writes of Memories 


Of Henry B. Thomas, Priest, Pastor, Friend 


By THE RT. REV. EDWARD L. PARSONS 


The Rev. Henry Bonnell Thomas, who 
died in August, was a umique and much 
loved priest, whose friends were scattered 
everywhere in America and England. This 
is a slight tribute from one who loved 
him and was for a long time his pastor. 

He came of a Baptist ancestry, but as 
a small boy found his way into the boys’ 
choir of St. Mark’s Church in Berkeley 
when I was Rector, and all his life from 
that time on was within the fold of the 
Episcopal Church. 

A bout with tuberculosis made his 
college work irregular. But his extensive 
and intelligent reading compensated for 
any collegiate marks, and he entered 
and graduated from the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, then located in what 
is now the Cathedral House in San Fran- 
cisco. During his ministry he served, first 
as Rector of St. Mary’s, San Francisco; 
then as curate in Baltimore; chaplain for 
Episcopal students at Princeton; later at 
Reno; and, finally, back to his home 
diocese as Rector of the Church of the 
Advent in San Francisco. 


It was in Baltimore that he met and 
married his wife, Camilla Hall. She was 
not only a charming wife and mother, 
but a fine, clear-sighted, strong person- 
ality, deeply sympathetic with her hus- 
band’s ministry and leading a dedicated 
life, as did he. 

Henry was a buoyant and contagious 
spirit. He loved people; he loved life; 
and his deep devotion to the fundamental 
meaning of his ministry brought everyone 
who came in contact with him something 
of the spirit, which always characterized 
his life and his work. He loved all kinds 
of people; he shared Chesterton's dictum 
that it is in the really important things 
of life that we show the contrasts which 
make for humor. I recall one very typical 
case which, after all, is not very important 
except that it is related to the details 
of worship, and worship is essential to 
life. When Henry was Rector of the 
Advent he asked me to preach on some 
special occasion. As Wwe stood in the 
sacristy waiting to go into the Church, 
the assistant who had charge of the in- 
cense was making some delayed changes, 
the Rector leaned over to him and in 
a whisper which from the gleam in his 
eyes was clear that he meant me to hear, 
said to him, “Don’t ‘cense the Bishop. 
He won't know what to do”. 

It is hard for anyone to picture the 
secret springs of another's life, but it has 
always seemed to me that with Henry 


Thomas the clue to all his unique and 
loyable relationships lay in the fact that 
he loved beauty; that he loved beautiful 
things; that to him all people shared 
something of the beauty of God. He prob- 
ably would not have called himself a 
Platonist, but such he certainly was. One

Many Clergy Changes in California Diocese 


The Rev. Edward M. Pennel, Jr. 


Edward Pennel Resigns 


St. Francis’ Rectorate 

The Rev. Edward M. Pennel, Jr., rector 
of St. Francis’ Church in St. Francis Wood, 
San Francisco, since 1946, has resigned 
his cure and has departed on a temporary 
tour of active duty with the United States 
Air Force. Fr. Pennel, who holds the rank 
of Colonel in the military organization, 
will do a series of preaching missions 
on Pacific Islands before returning to US. 


During Fr. Pennel's tenure at St. Fran- 
cis’, the church became one of the largest 
in the Diocese, and he was awarded an 
honorary Doctorate of Divinity a few 
years ago by Seabury-Western Seminary 
in recognition of his pastoral work. Or- 
dained priest in 1927, Fr. Pennel had 
served churches in Charleston, W. Va., 
San Antonio, Tex., Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
Honolulu, T. H., before coming to S.F. 


He has not yet accepted an assignment 
pending his return to the United States 
after his preaching mission. Meanwhile, 
the vestry of St. Francis’ has announced 
that the Rev. John B. Midworth of the 
staff of the National Council of the Epis- 
copal Church has accepted its call to be- 
come rector of St. Francis’. Further de- 
tails on this will be published in the 
December issue of PACIFIC CHURCHMAN.

“A service of Thanksgiving” for the 
life and Episcopate of the Rt. Rev. Karl 
Morgan Block was held in virtually all 
parishes and missions of the Diocese on 
November 2.

Friend Writes Tribute Upon Death 
Of Former Auxiliary President Sally Hammond

The many friends of Mrs. Evans Ham- 
mond will be saddened to learn ‘of her 
death in mid-September. She had spent 
a happy year in Wilton, Conn., near her 
daughter, getting acquainted with her 
little grandson and making new friends 
in the church there. 


Those of us who worked closely with 
her on the Diocesan Auxiliary Board were 
impressed with her complete dedication 
in the furthering of the work of the 
women of the church. She was constantly 
planning ways to bring greater under- 
standing of the wide scope of the work 
and to inspire the lukewarm to action. 
The officers conference at the Bishop's 
Ranch is the result of her yearning to have 
women understand the magnitude of the 
Lord’s work. She gave unsparingly of 
her time and energy to answer the call 
from a parish auxiliary for help, no mat- 
ter where in the Diocese it was. Her 
presidency was marked by her determina- 
tion that the women’s work be a united 
effort knowing full well the strength that 
results from unity. Her success in this 
effort was signal and we the women 
may well pause to give thanks to her. 

To write of “Sally” without mentioning 
her delicious sense of humor would be 
neglect indeed. She was fun to be with 
and she gave us many a good laugh with 
her real gift of acting. Had she lacked 
a sense of humor it would have been 
hard indeed to come through the Gen- 
eral Convention here in 1949 without 
frayed nerves. The United Thank Offer- 
ing Service was planned with skill. 

She was tireless in her devotion to the 
church. And even while serving the 
Auxiliary as Diocesan president and the 
Diocese as member of the Council, she 
found time to serve her parish church 
of St. Mark’s on the vestry and elsewhere. 
Even during her last year in Berkeley 
she made her enthusiastic support of the 
ecumenical movement a very real con- 
tribution to the work of the Berkeley 
Council of Church Women. 

In the introduction to the Auxiliary 
Handbook, put out under her, she said, 
“Our thankfulness and trust increase with 
growing awareness of God’s continuing 
care.” She was sure of God's care and 


guidance.

New Construction Begins 


At Berkeley Seminary 

Shires Hall, one of the original build- 
ings at the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, Berkeley, is being torn down to 
make room for a new library-administra- 
tion building, the first in a $4,000,000 
building program. 


Dean Sherman Johnson said that as 
soon as the demolition crew had taken 
away Shires, the foundation would be laid 
for the new building.

Shires Hall was built in 1935 when 
Gibbs Hall, the first seminary building, 
became too crowded to house the then 
dean, Henry Herbert Shires, later Suf- 
fragan bishop of the Diocese of California. 

As the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific has grown, Shires Hall has been 
used as an administration building. 

Now C.D.S.P. occupies almost an entire 
city block in Berkeley, surrounded by 
Ridge Road, LeConte and Euclid streets. 
There are more than 150 students pre- 
paring for the bachelor of divinity de- 
gree and Holy Orders in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 

Dean Johnson said that the plans for 
the new buildings are ready on the draw- 
ing board and that construction will 
continue as money is made available. 
Probably the next construction will be 
on new dormitories.

At St. Stephen's, Gilroy 


The Rev. Thomas A. Bogard, formerly 
assistant at St. Francis’ Church, San Fran- 
cisco, became rector of St. Stephen's 
Church, Gilroy in the early summer.

Dear Sir: 


The letter from Mr. Lane which you 
published in the August-September issue 
of the PACIFIC CHURCHMAN summarizes 
forcefully a subject which has greatly 
bothered me, also. It seems to me that 
we who try to be Christians, and who 
profess to believe in Christian doctrine, 
consistently live and act as if we did not 
believe it at all. If we believe in an 
immortal soul and an everlasting life, why 
do we act so terrified at the very thought 
of death? Should we seek to have it post- 


poned or ameliorated or set aside of 
should we be asking for guidance to do 
what is right and to learn to be Christians 
whether or not the threat of extinction 
hangs over us? 


Of course death is something from 
which we shrink. It will be a new ex- 
perience and whatever the outcome the 
actual experience is one about which we 
know very little and which may often 
be quite unpleasant. But do we or don’t 
we believe that it is the end of us? If 
we don’t believe that it is, then surely it 
is not the thing to be avoided and post- 
poned at all costs. If there is eternal 
life, obviously this life is an episode in 
our learning experience and death is

convenor of a nominating committee, 
which will elect a permanent chairman 
at its first meeting. Names of the com- 
mittee will be listed in the December 
issue of PACIFIC CHURCHMAN. Mean- 
while, the committee will proceed in 
much the same way as in the recent Epis- 
copal election, and will present as many 
names as it sees fit to convention in Feb- 
ruary. Nominations will also come from 
the floor. As before, any priest of the 
Church will be eligible for nomination. 


It will be remembered that a Suffragan 
Bishop, unlike a Coadjutor, will not auto- 
matically succeed to the post of Diocesan 
Bishop, although he may, under certain 
circumstances, be elected to that post. 
Bishop Pike has indicated that the duties 
of the new Suffragan will be those of 
general assistant to the Bishop, with the 
possibility of his spending much of his 
time in working with Diocesan missions.

irrelevant. We are here to learn to act 
as we should, regardless of the threat of 
unpleasantness to ourselves, and it is 
obviously for this that we need help, not 
for avoiding the unpleasantness. This is 
true whether the issue is integrating with 
our fellow men or the threat of being 
vaporized by them. 


Mr. Lane expresses it better than it 
can be rephrased, but I should like to 
underscore a thought implicit in his state- 
ment that we need guidance, not for our 
time, but for us. We pray for our enemies, 
not because God needs to be reminded 
but because we do. (It has often seemed 
to me that the Church does not remind 
us of this often or plainly enough.) We 
need His help, not to escape perils but 
to learn from them what He is trying 
to teach us. It seems more than a little 
presumptuous to think that He should 
either let us off easier or require our 


assistance in making His will to be done. 4
